Came byWireless, 


Declares Marconi 


Great Italian Inventor Be- 
lieves He Intercepted 
Flashes From Planet. 


New York, September 1.—Gugli- 
elmo Marcon), inventor of wireless 


communication, has received mes- 


sages from sources on some other 
Planet, which he believes to be 
Mars, according to J. C, H. Macbeth, 
code expert and London manager of 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
company, Mmited. He made this 
known in an address * before the 
Rotary cfib Thursday. 

These messages came from a Ma- 
chine more powerful than hitherto 
known, because the wave: length 
was 140,000 metres, greater by far 
than any aparatus has ever sent 
to date. 

“They came,” said Mr. Macbeth, 
“while Mr. Marconi was. experi- 
menting aboard his yacht Elektra 
in the Mediterranean last spring. 
Through the night™ at intervals, 
splashes of V’s in the international 
code were intercepted and their 
wave length measured. This start- 
ed Mr. Marconi to reasoning that 
Mars, the older brother of the 
Earth, must be signalling us. The 
greatest wave length achieved so 
far on Earth is 17,000 metres as 
generated by the Annapolis station. 

“Static” Eliminated. 

“It is highly improbable that 
these signals came from disturb- 
ances in the air, because Mr. Mar- 
econi was using a device that elimi- 
nated all asmospherics or static, as 
you call it in America, No, it must 
have been Mars.” 

Mr. Macbeth pointed out that 
these signals, which were all alike, 
might be deciphered. 

“And I think we could answer 
Mars with magic lantern — slides 
transmitted by wireless. We could 
flash the picture of a man to Mars 
and identify it by two taps, so.that 
the Martian coyld figure out for 
himself that’ two taps meant the 


object in’ the picture, man. 
}-“wPis “so reasonabie,” he enthused. i 


“Mars is certainly billions of yéars 
okier than the Earth. It cooled 
long before our phiret. [ believe, 
with Mr. Marconi, that some kind 
of intelligent life exists on Mars, 
very possibly much more civilized 
than ours, 

Contends Possibility. 


“You might ask how the people 
up there ‘could signal a series of 
V's; of course I mean that the 
flashes sounded ‘more like V’s than 
anything else. But that is simple 
enough. Do you know that the na- 
tives of Africa have a way of Sig- 
nalling by drum taps to tribes hun- 
dreds of miles away? In fact, these 
so-called savages have . signalled 
news to the jungles and beyond, 
far ahead of telegraph messages 
conveying the same news to white 
settlers. So you see, if we assume 
that Mars has

“In the matter of adult relief,” 
wired Mr. Hoover, “you are aware 
that the soviet autnorities still have 
some resources in gold and other 
metal. It seems to me fundamental 
that the world should urge upon 
them that they should expend these 
sums at once for the purchase of 
breadstuffs abroad. They can scarce- 
ly expect the rest of the world to 
make sacrifices until they have ex- 


/hausted their every resource.

are of vital interest to the south. 

This provision for combining the 
roads into systems was one of the 
paramount features of the 1920 law, 
and the interstate commerce com- 
mission has been working’ since 
upon the classifications, official in- 
formation about which has not yet 
been released.

The mayor admitted receving part 
of the proceeds of the commission 
check, but said that Fletcher had 
been owing him money, and this col- 
lection was simply credited on ac- 
count. Mayor Couch was on the 
stand in tonight’s investigation, but 
his personal acts were not in ques- 
ion in connection with sand gravel 
purchases. . 

Woodruff Testifies. 

Alderman James W. Woodruff, 
chairman of the street committee of 
council, took the. stand and was 
questioned at length. His brother 
is proprietor of the Columbus Creek 
Gravel company, and that company 
received contracts from the city to 
furnish certain sand and gravel. 
Chairman Woodruff said that he 
took no part in the award of con- 
tracts, considering that he was dis- 
qualified. Alderman Solon Davis, 
another member of the street com- 
mittee, made a vigorous defense of 
the action of the committee, which 
had been criticised by the public on 
the ground that it did not give suf- 


ficient publicity to lettings of sand 
and grave) contracts, 

He said that other companies be- 
sides the Columbus Creek Gravel 
company were invited to b and-a 
contract was awarded a. & 
Rutledge, of Colurhbus, to supply 
all the sand and gravel he could 
furnished at the price named. 

Another Order Placed. 

In order to get the requfsite sup- 
Ply of material, it wasnecesary to 
place an order also with the Colum- 
bus Creek Gravel company. Alder- 
man Davis gave quotations on sand

COCA-COLA CONTRACT 
FATE UNDETERMINED 


The fate of the compromise agree- 
ment recently reached between the 
Coca-Cola company of Delaware and 
the Coca-Cola Bottling company, 
controlled by J. T. Lupton, Veazey 
Rainwater and the Whitehead heirs. 
was undetermined Thursday night 
because approval of a number of 
bottlers under perpetual contract 
with the Coca-Cola Bottling com- 
pany had not been received. 

. J. J. Spalding, attorney for the 
bottling company, stated that he hag 
received positive refusals from sev- 
eral subsidiary bottlers to ratify 
the agreement, and while he saw 
some hope for securing unanimous 


indorsement of all bottlers contract- | 


ing with the Coca-Cola Bottling 
company, he felt that chances were 
that the agreement would have to 
be changed to meet the new condi- 
tions or definitely upset. 

Possible resumption of litigation 
over the perpetuity of the Coca-Cola 
company contract will not affect 
the Coca-Cola Bottling company; of 
Chattanooga, it was learned. 


Operative September 1. 


‘The compromise became operative 

September 1 between the Coca-Coal 
company and tvoca-Cola Bottling 
company, and will be followed by 
an order’ from the United -States 
circuit court dismissing the litiga- 
tion and sanctioning the agreement. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
to which the Coca-Cola company, 
and Coca-Colay Bottling compan 
subscribed, it was stipulated that 
the compromise should become ef- 
fective September 1, 1921, provided 
all of the second line, or actual 
bottlers approved the terms of the 
compromise. 

The terms of the agreement were 
that the price of syrup after No- 
vember 1 shall be $1.17 1-2 per gal- 
lon, less 5 cents advertising rebate 
for the syrup, to the parent bottlers, 
making the price $1.30 per galjon to 
the actual] bottlers. 

A provision was inserted in the 
agreement reqairing that the actual 
bottlers approve its terms on or be- 
fore September 1, because the con- 
tracts held by the actual bottlers 
with the parent bottlers bear the 
approval of the Coca-Cola company. 

Since the signing of the *agree- 
ment, the parent bottlers have en- 
gaged in securing the approval of 
the actual bottlers to its provisions. 
All of the actual bottlers in the ter- 
ritory controlled by the Coca-Cola 
Bottling company have given their 
approval, but about 5 per cent of

The world is facing one of the 
Worst cotton famines in its history 
and the October report of the Unit- 
ed States department of agricul- 
ture on the cotton situation will be 
astounding in ite revelations, J. J. 
Brown, commissioner of agriculture, 
stated Thursday. Commissioner 
Brown had just received additiona] 
reporta from various Sections of 
Georgia and also reports from other 
States. | 

“There is no longer any doubt in 
my mind that we are facing a cotton 
famine,” Commissioner Brown said. 
“As reports come in from all sec- 
tions of the state we are more and 
more inclined to believe that the 
total yield this year is going to be 
far below the early estimates.” 

Boll weevil damage on an unpre- 
cedented scale is given by the com- 
missioner as one of the chief rea- 
sons for the dearth in cotton. For 
the first time since the pest has 
been operating in this section it is 
attacking and destroying fully ma- 
tured bolls. Heretofore the weevil 
damage has been ihflicted on the 
cotton squares but this year the 
weevil not only has done more than 
its uStal damage to the square but 
igs ravaging the matured boll on a 
scale which in many cases will to- 
tally destroy a large portion of the 
crop in the opinion of the commis- 
sioner. 

The revised estimates of the com- 
missioner placing the total yield in 
the cotton belt at approximately 6,- 
500,000 bales made prior to the gov- 
ernment’s estimate announced 
Thursday agreed virtually in full 
with the government’s estimate. 
Commissioner Brown announced in 
a telegram to another state that his 
belief was that the crop was WW 
per cent normal and this estimate 
was within a fraction of that made 
by the government. 

“If any persons doubt the fact thar 
the cotton crop in Georgia is in a 
deplorable condition as far as boll 
weevil damage is concerned just 
let him take a trip over the state 
and he will be convinced that the 
Statements of our department are 
correct and if anything are too;,con- 
servative. The damage is here. In 
many Places there isn’t going to be 
any cotton and that’s all there is to 
it. In addition many of the big cot- 
ton operators in New York were 
surprised when the farmers of Geor- 
gia and of the south actually re- 
duced their acreage this year and 
the reduction in acreage is having 
ite effect on the market now,” the 
commissioner said.

W. W. Gaines, president of the

County Seat Problem 
Temporarily Settled 


The Irish problem of Great Brit- 
ain, the Island of Yap controversy, 
German indemnity questions and the 
Fordney tariff bill paled into pro- 
verbial insignificance at the capitol 
Thursday when the great county- 
seat fight between Hoboken and 
Nahunta was carried from Brantley 
county tothe office of Secretary of 
State S. G McLendon. The secre- 
tary of state, in a brief ruling, held 
that there had not been a legal 
election on the question of mdoving 
the courthouse from Hoboken to 
Nahunta, and that brings out the 
story. 

Brantley county is one of the 
baby counties of the state, heise 
created by the 1920 legislature an 
being ratified in the general elec- 
tion last November. The baby 
county had hradly shewed on its 
teething ring before a fierce cOn- 
flict broke out between the citizens 
over whether or not the county 
seat’: should be moved from Hoboken 
to Nahunta.

Briefs containing 
15,000 typewritten pages wer 
placed before the secretary, but he 
shied at reading them and heard 
oral arguments by counsel Thurs- 
day. After, hearing the petition of 
the lawyers representing Nahunta 
and Hoboken, he ruled that there 
had been-no election, which ruling 
leaves the county -seat at Hoboken, 
but still permits Nahunta to hold 
another election whenever ready. 
The ruling, however, pleased all 


concerned. .

The attorney stated that the 
city had assessed for. taxation the 
capital stock surplus and undivid- 
ed profits of the company and had 
also fixed the normal 70 per cent 
assessment on the building, and 
claimed that this was in reality a 
double assessment and the com- 
pany was entitled to a refund. in 
the amount of taxes on the capi- 
tal stock invested in the beneficial 
certificates of ownership. 

The company asked that it. be 
permitted to return in 1921 ag its 
totiall taxable assets its capital 
stock, surplus and undivided 
profits, less the amount of capital 
it had paid for the beneficial cer- 
tificates. 

Cty Attorney James L. Mayson, 
whose opinion was called for by 
the committee, disagreed with Mr.

“The result of the municipal pri- 
mary is, as The Constitution knew 
it would be, an overwhelming vin- 
dication of the attitude of the 
three Fulton county grand juries, 


and the recommendation of coun- 
cil’s investigating committee, in 
the matter of the necessity for 
sweeping reform jn the police ad- 
ministration system of Atlanta.

The other successful candidate 
for alderman, I. N. Ragsdale, took 
the position that his record as a 
clean-living, right-thinking, law- 
abiding citizen entitled him to the 
confidence of the people, and that 
if elected he would go into office 
prepared to follow his judgment 
and his conscience.

Maddox expired, and he was again 
a candidate before council for re- 
election to membership on the 
board.

But the dose was forced 
down its throat by a false count, 
and before council could revive 
the vote the mayor had sworn 
him in for another term. Popular 
indignation forced his resignation 
and he appealed to his ward for 
vindication.

By a large majority the people 
of Atlanta have approved the pro- 
pogal to restore the municipal tax 
rate to a basis of $1.50 on the $100 
of assessment valuation. 

This was one feature of the nvi- 
mary which was entirely unrelated 
to politics, being held separate and 
apart from all other issues voted 
upon. 

The line drawn between those 
who favored and those who op- 
posed the proposal was in 0 
sense either political or personal; 
and the only issue involved was 
the broad question of what is best 
for Atlanta. 

The result of this election means 
that the schools will no longer be 
hampered by lack of funds as iu 
the past; and with the application 
of the bond money recently voted 
for school improvement purposes, 


together with the additional rev- |. 


enue that will be yielded by this 
tax increase, Atlanta should soon 
possess a public school systam 
ranking with the best in the 
country. 

In view of what the tax rate ir- 
crease will mean tec the schools 
alone, to say nothing of al) other 
public facilities that will share in 
the proceeds from it, it would 
have been surprising indeed had 
the people refused to authorize it.

The Tennessee 


Laws Revolutionized in 192] 
To Keep StepWith Tax Reform 


Public School 


; BY JAMES A. 


HOLLOMON 


Nashville, Tenn., September 1.— 
(Special.)—In keeping with the new 
revenue system enacted in 1919 and 
put in motion in 1920 the Tennessee 
legislature of 1921 completely re- 
vised the public school laws of the 
state—so radically, indeed, that I 
feel the necessity for giving more 
than passing mention to this mat- 
ter. ‘ 

First, it combined the permanent 
school fund, the general ‘education 
fund and the 5-cent elementary 
schoo] tax into one fund to be known 
as the state schoo] fund, and it made 
annual apportionments as follows: 


Complete Allocation of 


State School Funds. 


$570,000—Equalization fund—$6,000 
to each county, provided that coun- 
ties receiving this fund shall levy 
for elementary schools a tax suffi- 
cient to produce the sum of $5 for 
each child of school age. Provided, 
further, that when a county has 
levied the minimum of 30 cents on 
the $100 of the assessed valuation 
of property, and maintains a minit- 
mum of five months for all schools, 
it shall be entitled to receive its 
proportionate share of all state 
funds. 

$100,000—For aiding in the con- 
solidation of schools and supervision 
of teaching. As in every southern 
state the movement to consolidate 
one-teacher 
shack school is rapidly taking root. 

$95,000—-To supplement the sal- 
aries of county superintendents, the 
minimum state aid being $500, the 
maximum $1,000, respectively. 

No county is eligible to share in 
this fund unless it pays its county 
superintendent as much as $500 as 
annual salary out of county funds, 
and provided further that any coun- 
ty superintendent recelving any part 
of this fund shall devote all his time 
to the duties of his office. 

There are only 9% counties in Ten- 
nesszee. That fact must be kept in 
mind in studying the Tennessee con- 
ditions, and especially in compari- 
gon to Georgia, where there are 
something like 158 ocunties, as the 
last counting. 

$90,000—(4% per cent) To each of 
the three state normal] schools.

I. Normal] School for Negroes, 

$25,000—(1% per cent) For teacher 
training in high schools. This fund 
is to be used to aid rural counties in 
securing new recruits for the teach- 
ing profession, with at least a high 
school education and sdme definite 
professional training. This fund 
will be distributed according to the 
regulations of the state board of edu- 
cation. 

$20,000—(1 per cent) For libraries 
in public schools. 

Further sections provide for the 
distribution of the remainder of the 
state school fund among the coun- 
ties of the state for the elementary 
schools on the basis of average daily 
attendance. 

Section 5 provides for a 3-cent tax 
for elementary schools to be distrib- 
uted as follows: 

(a) Two thousand dollars equally 
to all counties. 

(b) Remainder on basis of average 


ing state aid—a stimulus to merit, 
and a verile schoo] spirit in each 
county. 

A new county superintendents’ law 
provides for the election of the coun- 
ty superintendent by the county 
court for a period of four years (ef- 
fective January 1, 1923), fixing the 
minimum state supplement at $500 
and the maximum at $1,000, effective 
July, 1921.. No county paying less 
than $500 as annual salary to the 
county superintendent is eligible to 
participate in this fund. This does 
not mean, however, that a limit is 
placed on the maximum salary the 
eounty may pay. 

Another enactment requires every 
county in the state to levy a tax 
sufficient for the maintenance of 
one first-class high school for a term 
of nine months each year, such levy 
to be based upon a budget as fur- 
nished by the county superintendent 
at the April term of the county court’ 


How State School Fund 
Distributed on July r. 


Comptroller Thomason makes for 
me the following statement as to 
Tennessee’s semi-annual apportion- 
ment of school money, as oz July 1, 
1921. It is of: peculiar interest to 
Georgians, and I take pleasure in 
publishing it in full: 

“The interest on the permanent 
school fund from January 1, 1921, to 
July 1, 1921, amounts to $75,375. The 
gress revenues of the state from 
January 1, 1921, to July 1, 1921, were 
$7,829,289.73, and after deducting re- 
ceipts from charitable “institutions 
and other legal credits amounting to 
$4,114,928.56, the’ balance is $3,714,- 
$61.17. The genera] education fund, 
which is 331-3 per cent of this bal- 
ance, amounts to $1,238,120.89. The 
elementary school fund, which is a 
5 cents tax on each $100 of taxable 
property from January 1, 1921, to 
July 1, 1921, amounts to $823,324.62. 

“The state school] fund, which con- 
Sists of the three funds described 
above, amounts to  $2,136,820.01, 
which in accordance with chapter 
118, acts of 1921, is distributed as 
follows:

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HEALTH TALKS

THE PRACTICAL NURSE. 

A young woman has been engaged 
more or less of her time as a prac- 
tical nurse in the homes of her rela- 
tives and friends and later in out- 


stde work since she was 16 years of 
age. At 20 she is kept busy con- 
Stantly, and is paid at the average 
rate of $22 weekly. She has the 
good will of physicians in her com- 
munity, who summon her or recom- 
mend her to their patients. She had 
but one year of high school work. 
She now desires to Know whether it 
should be wise for her to enter upon 
a three years’ hospital course in or- 
der to become a trained nurse. 

Good training schools do not, as a 
rule, admit girls who have not com- 
pleted four years of high school 
work or equivalent. Certainly it 
would not be wise for this young 
woman to seek training in any other 
than a good training school. 

But she complain that trained 
nurses seem bitter toward her. Even 
an old girl friend who is now a 
trained nurse refuses to speak to 
her since she has taken up practical 
nursing on a commercial basis. 

No one has a higher regard for 
the trained nurse than I have. I 
would advise all young men to mar- 
ry trained nurses if there are no 
school teachers available. Aside from 
the superlative qualities 
trained nurse as sweetheart, pal, 
friend, wife, mother and general 
good fellow, we must hand her just 
one brickt She is too come uppish 
about her “professional” status, 

I don’t know what pay or salary 
a trained nurse receives in the com- 
munity where the young practical 


nurse lives, but every doctor knows 
that the majority of substantial 
families cannot afford to employ 
trained nurses in extended illness or 
in frequent illnesses. Every doctor 
who has had general experience in 
private practice knows that there 
are a great many illnesses in which 
the right kind of practical nurse 
fills the bill satisfactorily—and a 
great many families can afford to 
employ a practical nurse, not mere- 
ly because her stated salary is Jower 
than the trained nufse's. but be- 
cause She is and should be expected 
to turn her hand to assist in keep- 
ing up the house, as well as care for 
the invalid. Of course a trained 
nurse cannot me asked to do that. 


There is a great demand for 
healthy young women. of sound 
moral calibre and fair intelligence in 


of theP 


the field*of practical nursing. The 
cue for any such young woman to| 
follow is this: Let her cultivate | 
the acquaintance of good doctors in 
her communty and seek their guid- 
ance in the matter of a little read- 
ing and stud along the lines of 
practical] nursing. Let her learn well 
the first lesson of nursing, namely, 
to be honest toward her patient, her- 
self and the doctor and never to as- 
sume knowledge of arts which no 
nurse, practical or trained, can hope 
to understand, such as diagnosis and 
treatment. Let her respect what 
amounts to privileged communica- 
tions—-the secrets or confidences 
which come to her as a nurse. Gos- 
sip ts fatal to a od nurse. Let her 
strive to bring omfort into the 
gsickroom and or into the home 
and she need have ho anxiety about 
commanding the respect of all the 
world.

The condition of 49.3 was not so 
very far beJow the average of the 
private reports recently issued, but 
it was more than 6 points below 
the previous low record of 55.7 in 
1918, and indicated a crop of only 
7,037,000 bales. These figures were 
followed by an almost equally sen- 


sational rush to buy and there was 
mo material check to the advance 
until: December contracts sold at 
17.91, or 168 points above the.close 
of yesterday, and 191 points above 
the low price touched on yester- 
day’s reaction. This advance put 
18-cent cotton" on the board, with 
both May and July selling above 
that figure, and the close was with- 
in 20 or 30 points of the best, with 
the tone very steady at a net ad- 
vance of 129 to 145 points. 

The market had shown signs of 
returning confidence before the of- 
ficial crop figures were issued. 
There was some further scattering 
liquidation, but there was also a 
good deal of covering after the big 
break of yesterday morning, while 
a little fresh buying was encour- 
aged by the higher Liverpool cables, 
increased Liverpool spot sales, re- 
ports of a better demand from 
Manchester, and claims that the 
south offered spot cotton less free- 
ly on yesterday’s decline. First 
prices here were 2 points lower on 
October,. but generally 2 to 12 
points and the market was some 
46 or 50 points above last night’s 
figures before the crop indication 
was published. With the announce- 
ment of four instead of five as the 
ficure of condition, buying orders 
flooded the ring and there was 
practically no let-up in the volume 
of trading until just before the 
close, when the volume of business 
tapered off slightly, There was 
heavy realizing on the advance, 
which carried October up to 17,65 
and May to 18.05, but local brokers 
said there was comparatively lit- 
tle selling by the south. 

The supplemental report of the 
bureau describing the causes of 
the crop’s deterioration during Au- 
gust increased the bullishness of 
sentiment as to the outcome, and 
there were numerous reports from 
the south claiming that the crop 
had lost ground since August 25,

WILD BULL MARKET 
AT NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, September 1.—The 
wildest kind of a bull market was 
created in cotton today by the gov- 
ernment’s August 25 condition fig- 
ures of 49.3 per cent of normal, the 
lowest conditior. report ever issued 
for any month in any year and 
indicating a vield of only 7,037,000 
bales, the smallest crop in about 
thirty years. In the first ten min- 
utes following these figures the 
market bulged 121 to 130 points, or 
about $6 a bale, October touching 
17.25 and all months going to the 
highest levels since last November. 
Following this violent upturn ex- 
tremely heavy realizing by longs 
came on the market and caused a 
reaction of about 100 points, but in 
the later trading the market stead- 
ied up again and the close was at 
net gains on the session of 149 to 
151 points, with October at 16.95. 

The bureau report was issued at 
10 o’clock, and prior to that the 
market had. at first, fallen off 9 
to 14 points under liquidation of 
long contracts, but had subsequent- 
ly recovered and advanced, on the 
growing conviction that the trade 
was facing an extremely bullish 
report, and just before the figures 
weré out it stood 40 to 48 points 
up from final prices of yesterday. 
The further risé resulting - from 
the scramble to buy on the 
crop figures widened the net gains 
te 169 to 170 points on the most 
active months, or almost ‘exactly 
$8.59 a bale, ; 

When the first great wave of 
buvine had spent itself it beran to 
look, for a while, as if liauidation 
of London cotton. would dominate 
the market for the remainder of 
the session, but new buying de- 
veloped when the crop figures had 
been digested. The emost ‘telling 
argument in favor of values ap- 
neared to be found in the compari- 
son with the previous low condi- 
tion record, which was 54.4, and 
was returned on September 25 in 
both 1918 and 1919. Claims were ad- 
vanced that the crop had deterio- 
rated further since August 25. and 
they had much to do with the stead- 
iness shown in the late trading.

Failure of Legislature to 
Provide Sufficlent Fund 
Places Institution in Se- 
rious Predicament. 


Athens, Ga., September 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The University of Georgia 
Will open its 122d session Septem- 
ber 21, and from all indications the 
enrollment during the 1921-22 year 
eclipse that of all previous 
years. Already more applications 
for entrance into the university 
have been received by the officials 


last year. 

An additional matriculation fee 
of $25 will be charged of each 
Student registering this year, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
recently by Chancellor David C. 
rept af Of the university. This ad- 
ditio feé comes about as a re- 
sult of the Georgia legislature fail- 
ing to provide the university with 
sufficient funds upon which to op- 
erate. The fee will be charged in 
all of the departments. 

Dormitories Needed. 


Housing of the students that will 
Want to attend the 1921-22 session 
of the Georgia institution, is a 
problem that has already presented 
itself. With only three small 
dormitories in which to put the 
}male students and one in which to 
| house the female etudents. the au- 
thorities are at a loss to know 
what to do with the increased num- 
ber of students.
